Officials work to update Senior Center

time Andover celebrates its 350th 
anniversary in 1996. 

Andover’s current senior center, 
which is located on the first floor of 
the former East Junior High School 
building at Whittier Court, is too 
small to accommodate the current 
and growing needs of the senior citi- 
zens in town, said Sharon Souza, 
director of Andover’s Senior Center. 
She said Andover has to expand the 
current Senior Center or build a 


larger one. Because the second and 
third floors of the building are occu- 
pied by school department offices 
opportunities to expand the senior 
center in its current location are lim- 
ited, she said. 

Ms. Souza recently toured several

Volunteers review 
foster-care cases

pproximately 230 children are 
reported abused and neglected 
each day in Massachusetts, and 
more than 13,000 of them live in 
foster homes or other community resi- 
dences. To ensure the proper placement of 
local children in their foster homes, eight 
Andover residents volunteer as case review- 
ers for the Massachusetts Department of 
Social Services. 

There are 620 volunteers in the state and 
18 report to the Lawrence office. 

Fach child’s case is reviewed every six 
months and the volunteers each sit on a com- 
mittee with two members of the Department 
of Social Services: a member of the Foster 
Care Review Unit and a member of the 
administrative staff from the local area 
office. Together, they review the cases and 
make placement decisions,

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Alleged burglar caught after 17 years; in court tomorrow

An alleged burglar wanted in 
connection with at least 10 house 
breaks in Andover, one dating 
back to 1976, and possibly several 
hundred breaks in other area 
towns, was caught by Boston 
police last Wednesday night, 
July 28, in Dorchester, 

Ramon Torres, 46, of 178 
Columbia Road, Dorchester, was 
caught after a foot chase by 
Boston detectives acting on a tip. 

Mr. Torres was arraigned 
Thursday in Woburn District 
Court on seven charges related 
to breaks in Wilmington and 
Reading. At that time, he was 
also served with warrants for 
breaks in other towns, including 
Andover. 

“Since 1987 we’ve been after 
him,” Andover Detective Kevin 
Burke said of Mr. Torres last 
week, 

Detective Burke served Mr. 
Torres with warrants for 10 
house breaks in Andover, with 
10 related charges of larceny of 
more than $250 and two charges 
of stealing a motor vehicle. The 
charges date back to a house 
break on South Main Street in 
Andover in 1976. 

Mr. Torres allegedly worked 
the Interstate 93 corridor and 
faces additional charges in Bil- 
lerica, Stoneham and other com- 
munities, according to Detective 
Burke. A Wilmington detective 
said 150 houses Have been bro- 
ken into along the I-98 corridor 
in recent years. A Boston detec- 
tive alleges that in the last 20 
years, Mr. Torres probably stole 
$700,000 to $800,000, according to 
published reports. 

Police alleged Mr. Torres 
would often steal the cars from 
the homes he targeted and drop 
them in Dorchester, which led 
detectives to look for him in that

area, 

Detective Burke called Mr. 
Torres a “wild man.” 

Nobody would ever see him 
allegedly coming or going and 
his manner of entry varied. He 
might go through slider doors for 
several breaks, or windows, then 
he'd switch to another manner of 


entry or to another town, police -| 


allege. 

“One night we had three glass 
sliders that he did,” Detective 
Burke alleged. 

He’d go up on top of additions 
to second floor windows. He 
would kick his way in, crawl in, 
whatever, the detective said. 

Mr. Torres was connected to 
the crimes by his fingerprints, 
but police only had a picture of 
him from 1974, the last time he 
was arrested. 

His most recent caper in 
Andover allegedly was a house 
break on Juniper Road on April 
23, according to Detective Burke. 
In that case, the resident told 
police she’d only been gone from 
the house for half an hour when 
she came home and found the 
break. 

Two weeks ago, on Saturday,

July 24, two house breaks were committed in 
Wilmington along I-93. Police found Mr. Tor- 
res’ fingerprints and contacted Boston 
police.

No decision on 
train whistles 


Representatives from the Depart- 
ment of Public Utilities and the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Engineers lis- 
tened while residents repeated com- 
plaints they’ve made to selectmen for 
the past 10 months about loud train 
whistles, but no decisions on the whis- 
tle blowing were made at the July 21 
public hearing on the issue. 

The state DPU held the public hear- 
ing at Memorial Hall Library to hear 
residents’ complaints about the noisy 
train whistles. Town officials have 
been getting complaints since last fall 
when approximately 200 residents 
signed a petition in support of quieting 
the whistles. The complaints are that 
the whistles are being blown louder 
and more frequently than was past 
practice. 

Selectmen in May granted the 
request of Leo Doherty, of 11 Buxton 
Court, and asked the DPU for the pub- 
lic hearing to request having at least 
some of the trains stop blowing their 
whistles as often and as loudly as they 
do now. Selectmen asked for complete 
elimination of the whistle blowing, but 
at least one board member had said 
before the meeting that a ban on the 
whistles during late-night and early- 
morning hours might suffice. 

The whistles are sounded by about 
95 trains during the week and 12 on 
weekends. 

One point made by some of the 
approximately 80 residents at the 
hearing was that the trains don’t blow 
the whistles in the town of Reading. 
They asked the DPU to explain why. 

Mary Webster, of 9 Punchard Ave. 
and a commissioner for the DPU, said 
she would try to get an answer to that 
and other questions. The next step is 
for the DPU to hold an evidential hear- 
ing within the next couple of months 
where both sides will present evidence 
for their arguments.

other communities are meeting seniors’ 
needs. A few weeks ago the group toured 
senior centers in Methuen and Chelmsford. 
This week they plan to visit senior centers in 
Arlington and Lexington. The following 
week they will tour centers in Peabody and 
Reading. 

The group is 
looking for ideas 
on how Andover 
can improve its 
facility and the 
programs it 
offers, said 
Dorothy Bresna- 
han, of Argyle 
Street, chairwom- 
an of the town’s 


Council oe Sharon Souza 
Aging. 

“We desperate- 
ly need more 


room so we can offer more programs. We do 
offer a lot for the space that we have, but 
we'd like to offer more,” especially programs 
that would interest men, such as a wood- 
working and a game room, she said. 
Andover’s Senior Center has a pool table, but 
doesn’t have the space to keep it set up per- 
manently, said Ms, Bresnahan. In addition to 
interest in a game room, she said senior citi- 
zens have voiced interest in building a 
ceramics room and a social room where they 
could go to talk, read and relax. 

Some of the senior centers the group visit- 
ed have found ways to offer more craft pro- 
grams and earn money by selling the results. 
The craft and thrift stores operated by some 
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of the centers earn hundreds of 


dollars that help subsidize other 
programs, said Ms. Bresnahan. 
In addition to social outlets, 
there is also a need for more pre- 
ventive health programs, said 
Ms. Souza. Some of the centers 
the group visited have health 
clinics. General practice physi- 
cians, specialists and nurses 
schedule office hours at those 
clinics, which also are used as 
blood-pressure clinics and flu- 
vaccination programs, she said. 


“We’re touring centers that 
have state-of-the-art services, 
programs and buildings,” said 
Ms. Souza. 

“We are starting on a new 
senior center venture. We’d like 
to build either a brand new cen- 
ter, or see if we can renovate an 
existing building that may 
already be owned by the town,” 
she said. 


What Andover needs 

Andover’s senior center is 
lacking many features other cen- 
ters have, said Doreen Correnti, 
of Tilton Lane, a member of the 
Council on Aging who founded 
Friends of the Andover Senior 
Center. She owns and operates 
Geriatric Assistance, a home 
health care agency for senior cit- 
izens. Ms. Correnti is a former 
nursing home administrator. 
She has seen first hand how 
seniors’ needs have changed dur- 
ing the last 20 years. Communi- 
ties need to respond to seniors’ 
growing needs, said Ms. Corren- 
ti. 

“We need programs for the 
growing number of seniors who 
are staying at home, especially 
with nursing home (eligibility) 
criteria changing,” she said. 

“We have wonderful, compe- 
tent, skilled staff, but we don’t 
have the space or the resources 
available to reach the people who 
need us,” Ms. Correnti said. 

Ms, Souza agrees. Expanding 
the Senior Center’s adult day- 
care programs is a priority, she 
said. Right now the center has a 
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social day-care program, said 
Ms. Souza. It provides opportuni- 
ties for seniors who need limited 
assistance to participate in the 
center’s activities. She’d like to 
expand Andover’s adult day 
heath program when space 
becomes available. 

“What I'd like to see added is 
an adult day-program based 
more on a medical model of day 
care,” she said. 

“Medical day care is for 
seniors who have disabilities. 
They may be in a wheelchair. 
They may have had strokes. The 
program would take care of their 
physical and medical needs dur- 
ing the day. It is the type of pro- 
gram that keeps people at home 
and in the community,” said Ms. 
Souza. 

The current Senior Center has 
about 17,000 square feet, she said. 

“It isn’t even really that big. 


Some of it is wasted because of 


the way it is laid out,” Ms. Souza 
said. 


If Andover had a 27,000- 
square-foot senior center, which 
is about the same size as the two 
centers the group visited, there 
would be enough room to hold 
larger dances, bingo games and 
exercise classes. There would 
also be enough room to expand 
the adult day-care services, set 
aside rooms for ceramics, wood- 
working and other hobbies and 
have a large social room, Ms. 
Souza said. 


Plans are underway 


The newly formed Friends of 


the Andover Senior Center is 
looking into ways to make a new 
senior center a reality. The goal 
is to raise enough money to 
schedule a ground-breaking cere- 
mony for a new or expanded 
senior center by the time 
Andover celebrates its 350th 
birthday in May 1996. 


“We are now in the process of 


working with professional 
fundraisers and writing grants. 
We have some seed money that

was donated by local businesses, but we 
need much, much more,” she said. 

Ms. Souza estimates that it will cost 
between $2 and $3 million to build a new 
senior center or renovate an existing build- 
ing, which the group hopes will be donated 
by the town. Selectman Larry Larsen said 
his board has not discussed possible loca- 
tions or buildings for a new center but will 
be working with the Council on Aging to 
investigate options.

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Family's TV habits change after 8 days of no TV

There was more art on the 
Adams’ family refrigerator 
recently than there had been ina 
long time. Instead of watching 
television, 6-year-old Sam was 
painting, coloring and creating 
an assortment of masterpieces 
for his parents, Sue and Michael 
Adams, to display at their home 
on Haggetts Pond Road, 

The Adams gave up watching 
television for eight days recent- 
ly. They were one of three 
Andover families who gave up 
TV for a week. The Townsman 
profiled the other two families in 
the July 15 edition. 

Initially, Mrs. Adams said the 
challenge was more difficult for 
her family than it appeared to be 
for the other two families that 
gave up TV, even though she 
said she “loved” going without 
TV and didn’t miss it at all. 

But, her husband and son, she 
said, didn’t feel exactly the same 
way at first. 

Sam “woke up with a grin on 
his face” the morning after the 
TV ban, she said, because he 
knew he could finally watch car- 
toons. 

Even though her husband and 
son agreed to go one week with- 
out TV, there were many times 
during that week when they 
became restless, Ms. Adams said. 
On the last night of the family’s 
self-imposed ban, Mr. Adams 
gave up and turned on the TV to 
watch a program featuring 
stand-up comedians. 

“IT thought to myself, if this is 
what we have been missing it 
isn’t much,” she said. 

Mr. Adams contends that in 
retrospect the week-long ban 
“wasn’t that bad at all.” 

“It brought our attention to 
how much TV we really do watch 
and it showed us that we can get

Sam complained several times 
during the week that there was 
nothing to do, said Mrs, Adams.

“Sam was so happy that he could turn on 
the TV (after the ban) that he is amenable to 
just about anything, but he will have to 
make some choices. He said he will watch a 
little bit in the morning, afternoon and at 
night,” she said. 

Mr. Adams said Sam now watches less T'V 
and has continued to find ways to keep busy. 

“What comes to mind is that the other day 
he sat down with some paper and tape and

TOBACCO AND ORAL CANCER 

There is good news and bad news concerning tobacco use in 
this country. The good news is that annual cigarette consumption 
had declined from nearly 650 billion cigarettes in 1982 to about 
500 billion in 1991, according to the U.S, Department of 
Agriculture. The bad news is that use of the most dangerous form 
of smokeless tobacco (snuff) has increased from about 33 million 
pounds annually to about 47 million pounds during the same 
period. Even more alarming is that much of the use of smokeless 
tobacco products centers around young adults. The U.S. 
Surgeon General cites a 1991 report that about 20 percent of 
high school males had used either chewing tobacco or snuff 
during the previous 30 days. Continuation of this behavior could 
lead to an epidemic of oral cancer in this country.

After being 
forced to close due to a 
flood more than two years ago, 
the museum has purchased a 
historic bank building at 18 
Shattuck St. in downtown 
Lowell, and is celebrating the 
purchase and reopening with 
“Back from the Flood,” an 
exhibition of contemporary 
and historic quilts from the 
museum’s permanent collec- 
tion. The exhibition will close 
Sunday, Sept. 26. 

The show presents the 
diversity and quality of quilt 
works acquired for the muse- 
um since 1984. Included are 
quilts from the 1840s to the 
1980s, reflecting the main cur- 
rents of the American quilt 
tradition and New England’s 
leadership role in renewing 
quilt art over the past 15 years. 
Some quilts will be’ showcased 
on walls, others in rooms that

place quilts in period settings 
to be seen as their makers 
might have used them. The 18 
quilts include Log Cabin, 
Amish, Flag, Floral, Crazy, 
Mariner’s Compass and 
LeMoyne Star styles, among 
others. 

Two contemporary quilts 
are closely tied to the muse- 
um’s founding. Archipelago by 
Nancy Halpern of Natick was 
commissioned in 1982 by the 
New England Quilters Guild 
and unveiled at New England 
Images I, the guild’s first 


major quilt exhibition, orga- 


nized to raise funds to estab- 
lish the New England Quilt 
Museum. Archipelago depicts 
houses and trees on islands off 
the coast of Maine, inhabited 
by poets, painters, writers, 
quilters and other artists. The 
quilt provided the design 
inspiration for the museum’s 
logo and was the first in the 


museum’s collection. Blood- 
root by Winchester resident 
Ruth McDowell was also com- 
missioned by the New England 
Quilters Guild for presenta- 
tion at Jmages IT in 1986. Mea- 
suring more than five feet in 
height and just under 10 feet in 
width, this striking work is 
really two quilts in one. The 
front is three-dimensional 
with stuffed and padded blood- 
root flowers set into two-sided 
quilted leaves. The back pre- 
sents the woodland habitat of 
the bloodroot plant. The muse- 
um’s new facility allows this 
quilt to be hung so both sides 
can be viewed. 

Another notable quilt in the 
exhibition is the Lowell Crazy 
Quilt made circa 1900 b#? 
Blanche Wiggin Staples of 
Lowell. The quilt includes 
many historical items, includ- 
ing a silk bandana from the 
1893 Chicago World’s Fair, a 


satin ribbon honoring the 
250th anniversary of the 
Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company (1888), and 
a ribbon promoting the Honor- 
able Frederick T, Greenhalge’s 
candidacy for U.S. Congress. 
The New England Quilt 
Museum began in 1980 as a 
project of the New England 
Quilters Guild, whose mem- 
bers planned a permanent 
home where a quality collec- 
tion, library, gallery and exhi- 
bition space could be built, 
which would be a resource for 
quilters and the public. The 
museum opened as a separate, 
legally chartered institution in 
1987. Originally located in a 
Lowell mill, the museum was 
forced to move in the summer 
of 1991 due to a wastewater 
flood. Since that time, it has 
had temporary offices in the 
Boott Mills complex in Lowell. 
The museum preserves,

Some states have even outlawed 
the use of mercury batteries. 

Zinc-acid batteries have now replaced 
mercury as the most commonly used battery. 
Although they have a low toxicity, zinc-air 
batteries are still considered a potential 
health hazard.

He developed the program with Jim 
Ahearn, tennis pro at Cedardale Ath- 
letic Club in Haverhill. He learned ten- 
nis in order to be able to develop the 
program, but doesn’t play much any 
more and prefers walking for exercise. 
He said not playing the game does not 
hinder his ability to help pros play bet- 
ter. 

“My problem is the mental thing. 
Their problem is the physical thing.” 

The difference between their pro- 
gram and others on the market or in 
books is that theirs is a single program, 
“organized with one plan of action,” as 
opposed to a number of approaches to 
choose from. It takes a methodical 
approach and is presented in an educa- 
tional manner, Dr. Tatarunis said. 


The workshop focused on two areas, 
on-court behavior and “inner mental 
practice,” both aimed at improving 
competitive skills. 


“Hypnosis is one of the techniques 
used in the workshop to conduct 
‘inner-mental practice,’ ” Dr. Tatarunis 
wrote in a description of the workshop. 
“Inner mental practice techniques are 
now used by athletes in all sports to 
improve their playing — skill. 
Researchers have found that athletic 
skills can be improved by using the 
imagination. These imagery tech- 
niques are now used extensively by 
Olympic athletes from all countries.” 


The techniques used for athletes are 
similar to the ones he uses for his other 
patients. 

“What you really have to do is con- 
centrate on what’s happening in the 
moment and to let go of what's already 
happened.” 


A lost point or a bad shot is a dis- 
traction if it’s not put in the past. So he 
teaches tricks to regain concentration. 
In tennis, he teaches players to focus 
on the ball to regain concentration. In 
hockey, they focus on the puck. 


When two people with equal physi- 
cal skills are competing, “it’s the guy 
who plays the game mentally who 
wins,” he said. “You have to develop a 
positive attitude even when you're los- 
ing.” 


Hypnosis: Motivation counts 

When he first began practicing hyp- 
nosis, while still a teacher in Danvers, 
word got out in his school and five 
overweight women showed up in his 
office for help losing weight. Glad to 
have bodies to work with, Dr. Tataru- 
nis took them on. 


“Two got fatter, two stayed the same 
and one lost 65 pounds,” he said. 


That was a good lesson because he 
learned that it was the person’s 
motivation that makes the big differ- 
ence with hypnosis, he said. 


ti ldypnosis has A bad reput 
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tation 


because the only exposure most people 
have to it is from stage theatrics or on 
television. But hypnosis is more like 
meditation than black magic, he said. 

He teaches athletes to watch them- 
selves practice under hypnosis, in slow 
motion, in regular motion and from 
outside themselves. 


He does less work with addictive 
problems now and instead focuses his 
attention on people suffering chronic 
pain, including cancer patients. He 
teaches patients to visualize success, to 
relax and to live in the present 
moment. Once cancer patients can buy 
into living in the present moment, it 
makes living much easier for them, he 
said. It’s an overused line, he admits, 


but Dr. Tatarunis said he tries to help 
people learn to live with cancer, not die 
with it. 


In addition to the sports seminars, 
Dr. Tatarunis, president of the Greater 
New England Academy of Hypnosis 
Inc., and his partner, Agustin Hernan- 
dez Jr., a certified registered nurse, 
also run seminars in clinical hypnosis 
for health professionals. These semi- 
nars have been approved for continu- 
ing education credits by the Academy 
of General Dentistry, The American 
Association of Nurse Anesthetists, and 
the Massachusetts, California and 
Iowa boards of nursing. 


Anesthesiologists use hypnotic sug- 
gestion to alleviate fear in the operat- 
ing room, according to Dr. Tatarunis. 


Stress management 

Three things cause stress, according 
to Dr. Tatarunis: circumstances, 
events and people. He tries to convey 
one basic rule. 

“Tf you can do something about it, do 
it. If you can’t, screw it.” 


If someone is waiting for results 
from a cancer test, he or she can worry 
him- or herself sick. But nothing can be 


done about the outcome of the tests and 
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the person has to learn to take just one 
day at a time, do what can be done, and 
let the rest go. 

“It’s a concept that you have to buy,” 
Dr. Tatarunis said. 

He also teaches people that they can 
change their behavior. 


People often come to him with a 
problem, such as getting angry and 
overreacting, and give the excuse of 
“That’s the way I am.” 


“Well, if it’s killing you, change,” he 
said he tells them. 


He uses what he said is an old 
Lithuanian saying. 
“Tf you continue to do what you are

doing now, you are going to get what 
you're getting now. If you don’t like 
what you are getting, change.” 


Events happen, he said. If you go out 
to your car and it has a flat tire, you 
can go bananas, but you still have to fix 
the flat. 


“So what difference does it make?” 
As for people, nobody else drives 
you crazy, you do it yourself, he said. 


A lot of people try to control the peo- 
ple and the world around them, and 
until they realize they can’t do that, 
they are going to have stress, he said. 

“You can’t control people, but you 
control how you react to people,” he 
said. 


“The greatest power you have is 
how you react to your environment - 
circumstances, events and people,” he 
said. 


And again, he tries to teach people 
to deal with the present moment. Too 
many people try to change the past and 
worry about the future, he said. 

“Live in the present. The 
gone and the future isn’t here.”

He also tr les io nee people to ‘ ‘accept 
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that perfection is a concept not part of 
reality.” 

“Everything in each moment is as 
good as it can be,” he said. “No matter 
what you do, it can always be done bet- 
ter, but each time you do it is the best 
you can do it in that moment.” 


Varied experience 

Dr. Tatarunis said that if someone 
told him 15 years ago he would be 
teaching hypnosis he would have 
thought they were crazy. 


He took up meditation himself 17 
years ago as a form of relaxation and to 
control some things that were going on 
in his life. He retired from teaching 
and found hypnosis when a former stu- 
dent asked for help in organizing a 
hypnosis seminar in Connecticut. He 
liked what he saw and became a part- 
ner in the organization. 


He is now semi-retired, working two 
days a week, three weeks a month. 

“But the days I work are very long 
days.” 

Last Thursday he had 18 individual 
appointments. 


He enjoys working with cancer 
patients and says he learns as much 
from them as they do from him. He has 
set fees, but finds that he often works 
for people who can’t afford to pay him 
full price. 


“Really, it’s a very interesting life 
that I’m having now,” he said. “I’m 67 
years old and I'm having a great time.” 


Background 

Dr. Tatarunis has been an Andover 
resident for 30 years. He taught music 
for 31 years in Massachusetts public 
schools and was director of 
music/media services, drama and pub- 
lic pommunications for the Danvers 
public schools for the last 25 years. He 
was an adjunct instructor at the Uni- 
versity of Lowell, (now UMass) 
Emmanuel College, Berklee College of 
Music and the Boston Conservatory of 
Music.

State health and environmental pro- 
tection agencies announced last week 
they agree that smelly emissions com- 
ing from Shawsheen Rubber Co. on 
Andover Street may pose health prob- 
lems, and that measures must be taken 
to reduce emissions. State agencies say 
measures to rectify the problem are 
proceeding on schedule. But Andover 
Officials say the rubber company isn’t 
moving fast enough. 

Since 1943 Shawsheen Rubber has 
manufactured and applied adhesives to 
cloth and paper. 

The town hints it may take legal 
action. “Our environmental lawyer is 
exploring alternatives to preventing 
emissions,” Everett Penney, Andover 
health director. He declined to com- 
ment further “because of the legal 
options we are considering.” However, 
he mentioned restraining orders and 
injunctions as possible avenues to pur- 
sue. 

Tom Arnold, lawyer for Andover’s 
health department, said he is waiting 
to evaluate the state’s “health risk 
assessment” of the emissions before he 
supports any legal action. 

“The possibility that any harm 
could occur is not the same as proba- 
bility that harm will occur,” Mr. 
Arnold said yesterday. 

Elaine Krueger, chief of the environ- 
mental toxicology bureau for the state 
Department of Public Health, sent a let- 
ter to the town’s health department 
and its lawyer last week stating she 
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Shawsheen Rubber Co. 


Environmental Protection’s findings 
earlier this year that “solvent emis- 
sions from (Shawsheen Rubber) may 
result in an increased chance of sub- 
chronic and chronic health effects.” 

When asked this week by the 
Townsman what those health risks 
could be, Ms. Krueger said that pro- 
longed exposure to the emissions - 
chiefly hexane and toluene — could 
cause headaches, nausea and increased 
chances of developing respiratory 
problems. 

Ms. Krueger also stated in the letter 
that her office has received assurances 
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from other state agencies that progress 
to reduce emissions is occurring, and 
“the company was cooperating with 
DEP’s directives” and that “a perma- 
nent solution would be achieved with- 
in a reasonable time frame.” 

Mr. Penney said his office has 
received complaints from neighbors, 
since the mid 1980s, who say the emis- 
sions cause headaches and nausea. He 
said he still is receiving complaints 
from residents even though Shaw: 
sheen Rubber officials say they are 
working with the state to rectify the 
problem.

In a written statement release earli- 
er this week, Mr. Kelley said, “Shaw- 
sheen Rubber is in complete agree- 
ment with the findings of the DPH. 
Shawsheen has been working with the 
DEP to develop a comprehensive plan 
that meets or exceeds all of the recom- 
mendations of the DEP. 

“Recent news accounts have created 
the impression that the company has 
operated without regard to the Con- 
cerns of our neighbors. As a responsi- 
ble manufacturer and employer in 
Massachusetts, Shawsheen has always 
made every effort to work cooperative- 
ly with the state regulatory agencies,” 
he said.

The numbers are sad and shock- 
ing: Approximately 230 children are 
reported abused and neglected each 
day in this state. More than 13,000 of 
the state’s abused children live in 
foster homes or other community 
residences. 

. Some Andover residents are doing 
something about the situation.

The reason for this letter is two fold.

I do think, 
however, that the article neglected to 


highlight two key issues. Firstly, 
James was probably aware that the 
driver was intoxicated yet still chose to 
ride in the vehicle. 

Back in ’88, if my memory serves me 
correctly, members of SADD (Students 
Against Drunk Driving) at Andover 
High School produced, for lack of a bet- 
ter description, an agreement to be 
signed by both parent and student 
whereby it was agreed that the student 
could call the parent at any hour to get 
a ride home, if the student felt the driv- 
er was impaired (by alcohol, etc.) Had 
James done this, he might be alive 
today and I hope that SADD is still pro- 
moting that agreement. 

My second point concerns the use of 
seat belts. Evidently only one person in 
that vehicle was wearing a seat belt 
and he walked away more or less 
unscathed! 

As to the sentence handed out to Mr. 
Sweet — I guess I have a different view. 
In the case of the accident in ’87, I 


asked the judge not to sentence the 
guilty party to a jail term but to 
require that she work in a rehabilita- 
tion hospital with individuals serious- 
ly injured as a result of drunk driving 
accidents. I venture no one working in 
that environment would ever ever 
drink and drive again the rest of their 
life.

Be responsible: recycle button batteries 


By Virginia Cole 

Do something positive; recycle 
rechargeable batteries. 

We in Andover can help the environ- 
ment by recycling rechargeable batter- 
ies. It seems to be a big secret, but 
Waste Management, our recycling con- 
tractor, will pick up your rechargeable 
batteries placed in zip-lock plastic bags 
next to your recycling blue bin every 
other week at curbside. These batteries 
are used in power tools, radios and 
toys, camcorders, cellular phones and 
lap-top computers. These products 
bring new freedom from the limitation 
of having to be near a power source. 
With this freedom comes the responsi- 
bility to recycle these batteries and pro- 
tect our environment. It can and should 
be done. 

Cadmium and mercury are the met- 
als in the rechargeable batteries that 
are of the most concern to environmen- 
talists. Mercury is a persistent toxic 
metal that does not disappear in the 
incinerator. Cadmium is used as an 
anode material in nickel-cadmium bat- 
teries. The inhalation of cadmium dust 
or fumes is toxic. Cadmium is also con- 
sidered a carcinogen. European studies 
have correlated the dangers of cadmi- 
um in the air or in ground water, Cad- 
mium is found in flu ash or ash left in 
the incinerator, depending on the type 
of incinerator and scrubbers used and 
the temperature of the burning. Ash in 
the air gets to us; ash disposed of by the 
incinerator may get into ground water 
somewhere. 

Rather than arguing the merits of 
our incinerator or others, just keep 
mercury ard cadmium out. Recycle 
rechargeable batteries.

Residents’ son 
runs 100-mile race

David Chechik, 29, of Salem, Mass., son of 
Paula and Howard Chechik, of 32 Farrwood Drive, 
said he had only one thought while running a 100- 
mile race in Vermont last weekend. 

“Getting it over with,” Mr, Chechik said Tues- 
day. 

The run was “worth it” and “great,” according 
to Mr. Chechik, but also said that he wasn’t think- 
ing about doing it again anytime soon. 

“T just want to be able to think about getting a 
pair of wing tips on,” Mr. Chechik said. 

He and 10 others from the Gillie’s Athletic Club 
in Topsfield took part in the event, which followed 
a single 100-mile loop through the foothills of the 
Green Mountains. The last four miles were almost 
all uphill, which hurt, Mr. Chechik said. 

He ran harder on the downhills and flat 
stretches and “power walked” the uphills to con- 
serve energy. His goal was to maintain a 12- 
minute pace and he held that for about 75 miles, 
but slowed to about 15-minute miles for the last 20- 
25 miles. He ate and drank constantly during the 
race, 

The race started at 4 a.m, Saturday and Mr. 
Chechik finished after 2 a.m. on Sunday, 22 hours 
and 32 minutes later, It took the winner more than 
17 hours to finish the course and runners were 
limited to 30 hours. Ten of the 11 teammates who 
accompanied Mr. Chechik finished the course. 
One dropped out with knee problems. 

“T thought it was a tremendous accomplish- 
ment; the biggest accomplishment of my running 
career,” Mr. Chechik said. 

A former manager at the Andover Inn, Mr. 
Chechik is now in charge of the executive dining 
room for The Boston Company Inc. in Boston. He 
ran track at Andover High School and graduated 
in 1985. He ran long distance in college and contin- 
ued running until he had knee surgery six years 
ago.

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It took five games for Andover to win best-of-three series against Arlington 


Post 8 teases Reading before going on to final eight

Harry Houdini could have taken a lesson 
from the Andover Post 8 Legion baseball 
team, which escaped elimination from the 
playoffs time-after-time in a dramatic best- 
of-three marathon opening-round playoff 
series against Arlington Post 39 that took 
five games to complete. 

The Zone 8A champs then spotted Zone 
5A titlist Reading Post 62 leads of 6-1 and 8-5 
in the first game of their best-of-three sec- 
ond-round State Tournament preliminary, 
before exploding for seven runs in the top of 
the eighth inning en route to a wild 14-9 
decision at Reading High’s Morton Field on 
Monday night. 

Andover, 14-5-3 overall, won the second 
game against Reading Tuesday night, 15-11. 
An 11-11 tie was broken in the eighth inning 
by a Jeff Lembo bunt that produced two 
runs, Matt Wolcott broke the game open 
with a two-run single later on in the eighth. 

Post 8 will play fellow final-eight con- 
tender Northhampton Saturday at 5 p.m. 
All games are at Fino Field in Milford, 

This is the second straight year that 
Andover Post 8 has qualified for the State 
Tournament. 

The Andover-Arlington series was a 
classic, 

The teams needed five days and five 
games to decide it, including two 11-inning 
ties that had to be replayed. In 49 innings 
the rivals finished just one run apart, And- 
over scoring 27 and Arlington 26. 

Post 8 was on the brink of losing the 
series several times, particularly in the first 
three games, and needed wins in the last 
two games to advance. 

The first game ended in a 6-6 tie, Arling 
ton won the second game, 7-4, and the third 
game was a 7-7 stalemate. 

Andover then pulled its Houdini act, 
unlocking the handcuffs and escaping from 
the submerged trunk with series-clinching

“How close can you get?” asked Andover 
Manager Joe larrobino rhetorically. 
“Arlington is an excellent team. They hit 
the ball well and didn’t make an error until 
midway through the fourth game, 

“It took our kids awhile to get into the 
series. But after the third game they were 
into it emotionally,” said Iarrobino. “There 
was some bench-jockeying back and forth, 
and it was a mistake on Arlington's part 
because they woke up the sleeping giant. 

“We played well defensively, got the key 
hits and rose to the occasion with some 
great pitching at the end. 

“Justin (Hesenius) came back in the 
deciding game on three days rest and was at 
the top of his game,” noted Marager larrobi- 
no. “He had been struggling with his curve- 
ball, but that night (3-2 win) the curve and 
cut fastball were as good as they've ever 
been. He got the big outs. 

Everyone contributed for us. Gus (Quat- 
tlebaum), Toby (Guzowski), Matt Wolcott 
and Jeff Lembo hit well, I can’t say enough 
about the job (catcher) Paul Allard did, and 
Todd Murray came through with some 
excellent pitching, 

“Both teams deserve a lot of credit. Nei- 
ther team would die. We couldn’t stamp 
Arlington out and they couldn’t stamp us 
out.”

Strapped for pitching because of the 
marathon Arlington series, Post 8 managed 
to survive on the combined efforts of starter 
Matt Marvin (2.1 innings), 16-year-old Alex 
Marshall who made his Legion debut on the 
mound (3.2 innings), and Matt Wolcott who 
mopped up effectively, 

“I told Alex (Marshall) the day before the 
game he'd be in relief, “ noted Iarrobino. “I 
could tell he was nervous, but he went in 
and did a very creditable job.” 

He yielded five hits and four runs to 
potent Reading, but kept Post 8 in con- 
tention until the seven-run eighth-inning 
explosion. 

Wolcott (1-0) blanked Post 62 on one hit 
over the final two innings, fanning one and 
walking none.

Julie Weil, of Ivy Lane, is the moth- 
er of four and grandmother of two. She 
has volunteered for many different 
organizations and has volunteered as a 
case reviewer for five to six years. She 
handles two cases per week. 

Ms. Weil’s cases come from the DSS 
in Haverhill, Lawrence and Lowell. 

“T represent the community,” Ms. 
Weil said. “The two other members 
represent the foster system and DSS.” 

Ms. Weil said her job is to clarify 
information for the participants and 
clear up any confusion with political 
jargon. “All the people involved with 
the child are invited,” she said. “Par- 
ents, foster parents, social counselors, 
and attorneys — if they are needed — can 
present their points of view.” 

—Case reviews are required by Mas- 
sachusetts general law and the three- 
member panel is part of the process. 

Raymond Swain, of Enfield Drive, is 
a sales representative for Republic 
Engineered Steels of Ohio. He is a 
member of Christ Church and has four 
children and four grandchildren. Some 
of his other interests include tennis, 
golf, sailing and classical music. Mr.

said, ‘That sounds like something I 
may be interested in,’ ” he said. 

He applied to be a case reviewer and 
trained with Colette Doyal, who is now 
the director of volunteer services at the 
DSS. Ms. Doyal said prospective volun- 
teers undergo an application process 
that includes: a statement verifying 
why they want to be a case reviewer, 
two references that comment on the 
volunteer’s communication skills and 
a name search at the DSS registry 
(which contains a list of individuals 
with crime records). Volunteers also 
have to participate in an interview and 
a day and a half training program. 

Other Andover DSS volunteers are 
George Cutting, Mary Ann Lennon, 
Eleanor Kimball, Christine Munger, 
Marie Catalano, Jerusha Ryan and 
Michael Frishman. 

Ms, Doyal said the training program 
includes an overview of the DSS, an 
explanation of what a family experi- 


ence should be like and a discussion of 


what children need. 

She said the most emotional and 
dramatic part of the training comes 
when the volunteers move from infor- 
mational procedures to simulated cas- 
es of multiple placements or a child 
being taken away from family mem- 
bers, 

. The training also includes videos, 
role playing and learning to ask ques- 
tions in a sensitive manner. 

In addition to the initial training, 
DSS also offers other in-service train- 
ing for staff members and volunteers 
who want to learn more about specific

DSS reviews 1,200 cases a month, A 
state law asks the DSS to match the 
child’s ethnic background with the vol- 
unteer’s ethnic background. 

Mr. Swain volunteers predominant- 
ly in Lawrence, but also has participat- 
ed in case reviews in Haverhill and 
Lowell. He believes there should be an 
advocate for the kids to add an unbi- 
ased opinion to a case handled by pro- 
fessionals.

Mr. Swain said domestic problems 
are not limited to Lawrence. “We have 
cases in Andover and North Andover,” 
he said. “It was an eye-opener for me to 
come face to face with problems facing 
families in our area.” 

The committee reviews the child’s 
case and selects a goal for the family 
and child. The most frequent goal is 
returning the child to the family. How- 
ever, the goals can’t always be met. “If 
the goal is to return the child to the 
family and the steps aren’t successful, 
we discuss other options such as adop- 
tion, guardianship, and if the child is

18, independent living,” Ms. Weil said. 

Mr. Swain said his volunteer work’ 
gives him a great deal of respect for 
social workers. “It is no easy job to deal 
with the various problems and devas- 
tating situations within families,” he 
said. “It is emotionally and physically 
draining.” 

As a volunteer, Mr. Swain does not 
see the outcome of the cases he 
reviews. “Once you do it, you’re done,” 
he said. 

He said some of the cases he reviews 
are sad. “It is heart-wrenching to see 
the devastating cases. People don’t 
realize how many families are in crisis 
and need help.” 

Although the case reviewers don’t 
receive follow-up information, Ms. 
Doyal believes the program is a suc- 
cess. “The program is successful in 
terms of realizing the needs of chil- 
dren,” she said. 

Ms. Doyal said there has been a sig- 
nificant improvement in written plans 
between DSS and family members. 

Ms. Weil said her desire to give 
something back to the community led 
her to volunteer. “I am interested in 
what happens to kids and the issues of 
abuse and neglect that have been in the 
newspapers for the past few months,” 
she said. 

Mr. Swain encourages anyone who 
wishes to get involved. “You don't real- 
ly know what’s happening until you get 
involved,” he said. 

The program offers volunteers a 
flexible schedule. “Your number of 
reviews is based on the time commit- 
ment you are able to make,” Mr. Swain 
said. “It’s a small contribution, but you 
get to share in the decision making 
that helps children.”

Calling from public phones: Need to 
place a call from a pay phone or hotel 
room? Beware! You may be charged 
three or four times what you're used to 
paying for a long-distance call if you 
don’t reach your preferred long-dis- 
tance company.

Caller caution: When you use your 
calling card from public phones, espe- 
cially in busy, high-traffic areas like
